work, dechres Will C. Wood, State

According to Wood a report of the 
enroliment of the uni showed 
a total of 8993 students in Berkeley 
and 434 in the San Francisco pro- 


fessional schools, a total of 9427. 
This is an increase over the previous 
year of 53 per cent. he says, and is 
greater than in any other State uni- 
versity. 

“It is evident that California must 


make more adequate provision for 


its young people who wish to take 
college work.“ Wood states. “The 
classes are too large and the housing 
facilities for students in Berkeley 
are insufficient. Probably a State 
system of junior colleges affords the 
best solution of the problem. How- 
ever, the junior colleges should be 
regional rather than district institu- 
tions. In other words, they should 
serve the neighborhood region with- 
in a reasonable radius. Better a 
few well-financed, well-placed insti- 
tutions than a host of struggling 
post-graduate high schoo! courses 
whose resources are ambitions and 
hopes. The special legislative inves- 
tigating committee is working on 
the problem and will make a rec- 
ommendation to the next Legisla- 
ture.”

ENTIAL PRIMARY MIXUP. 

_ “As far as the Presidential primary 
election is concerned no attengion will be 
paid to any party affiliation which may or 
may not have been declared by the voter 
when registering. The only declaration of 
the party affiliation which counts for this 
election is the declaration made at the 
polls.” This construction of the Presiden- 
tial primary act, made by J. M. Cremin of 
the Secretary of State’s office at the direc- 
tion of Atty..Gen. Webb, adds to the con- 
fusion and the iniquity of California’s out- 
rageousg direct primary. laws. 

In 1916 the voters of California, in a ref- 


law by which the Johnsonites sought to 
abolish the provision that party affifiation 
must be stated at the time of registration’ 
and that an elector could vote only in the 
primary of the party with Which he had 
declared his intention to affiliate. This ref- 
erendum was held in 1916 to regulate both 
State and Presidential primaries; and no 
one was permitted in that year to take part 
in the primary of one party when he had 
registered with another party. 79 

The section has not been ded since 
1916; yet an attempt is to be made this 
year to evade its inhibition. Some of the 
Johnsonites want to vote Democrats in the 
Republican primary in a last desperate 
effort to thwart the will of the Republican 
voters of the State and send to the Chicago 
convention a delegation pledged to John- 
son.

Chairman Benjamin of the Republican

primary act is as follows: 

No person shall be entitled to vote 
the ticket of any political party at any 
primary election unless he has stated 
the name of the political party with 
which he intends to affiliate at the time 
of such registration. Nor shall he be 
permitted to vote in behalf of any party 
or for delegates to the convention of 
any other than the party so designated 
in the registration. . 

There is no mistaking the intent of that 
act. The Constitution provides expressly 
that, where the provisions of two different

From Various Places. 

Whether Donna Schuster paints 
better in oil than in water colors 
is perhaps a moot question—but if 
it were put to me I would answer in 
the negative. Not that I like her 
oils less, but her water colors more. 
She is exhibiting eighteen water 
colors at Exposition Park, and a 
study of them will convince you 
that I have some cause for my pref- 
erence. 

Mies Schuster possesses a tempera- 
ment that is—I think—a little im- 
patient of much hard work. 
rather. she feels beauty so strong- 
ly that she is somewhat impatient 
of the tedious processes which she 
must go through in order to record 
that beauty on paper or canvas. Good 
drawing can be attained only by tak- 
ing infinite pains, good construc- 
tion comes only by deep study. 
Meanwhile, one’s enthusiasm, or 
one's inspiration—call it what you 
will—may vanish. 

Our demand for drawing and con- 
struction is greater for a painting in 
ol] than for one in water color, It 
seems to me, for it is a medium that 
may admit of greater deliberation. 
In water color they may be slighted. 
to a considerable extent, for water 
color aske for the quick, the snappy, 
the brilliant, or at least it is very 
happy when it has thege qualities. 
An accidental blot or blur may be a 
beautiful thing in a water color, but 
it cannot be made in an oll, and 
would not be forgiven if it could.

When our print makers started 
out to hold an international exhibi- 
tlon— project of considerable mag 
nitude—they came upon many vexa- 
tious Gifficulties and delays, but the 
outside co-operation was so hearty 
that all these were at last sur- 
mounted or swept aside. Sir Frank 
Short, president of the Royal Bo- 
clety of Wtchers, and Miss Elsie 
Henderson, both of London, Eng., 
gave much valuable advice and as- 
sembled the English prints, which 
number seventy in all, though thirty 
have gone astray in transit: the 
thirty will undoubtedly be found 
before long. Maurice Le Garrec, of 
Paris, offered cordial and unselfish 
service in bringing together the 
French prints, which number 100. 
In the first international exhibi- 
tion, then, you will find prints from 
the most famous workers of toda 
etchings, lithographs, dry points, 
aquatints, mezzotints, wood engrav- 
ings, wood block prints, linoleum 
printe—in all making an array of 
modern prints that is of striking 
worth and beauty, of interest to the 
student and the lover of art, a gal- 
lery that you cannot afford to miss.

THE PROLETARIAT VIEW. 

I often wonder how these operatic 
plots strike the casual man about 
town—the fellow who doesn't know 
more than two or three operas, and 
happens to drop in on the gory 
festival which is nightly enacted in 
the best temples of musico-dramatic 
art. ‘The music-loving public has 
learned to thrill to the familiar 
melodies of the arias, and forgets 
the action in the song, but there 
are many in the audience who douvbdt- 
less think that grand opera is some 
sort of distant relative to a Ken- 
tucky feud, or the war, in the num- 
ber of its fatalities. 

Now I am making no plea for 
operas happy endings, because 
tragedy is the great medium for 
impassioned music's higher expres- 
sion, but at least there could be an 
evening up of the score once in a 
while whereby a larger number of 
the heroines and a less number of 
the heroes would survive just to 
vary the monotony. 

It you know that every Gilda its 
going to be knifed, and every Mimi 
is going to die of pthisis, the 
pleasure of witnessing the event-be- 
comes gradually pointless in the mat- 
ter of surprise. The me is en- 
tirely too convention too arbi- 
trary—even though it has this excuse 
to offer in its own behalf, that the 
woman is the one in whose fate we 
are chiefly interested on the stage, 
and that we probably. therefore, get 
the most entertainment out of see- 
ing her safely disposed of in the 
last act ty some means which As- 
sures us that her sorrows are for- 
ever ended, than we prould be if we 
beheld her flitting carelessly along 
the frivolous path of a light exist- 
ence while the tenor expands his 
soul in death song. Still there Is 
food for the thought of some ardent 
librettist in a different angle on op- 


Women are always the trouble- 
makers in the opera—whether they 
are simply innocuaus tools of fate, 
like Lucia. or. daring vixens, like 
Carmen. The innocuous kind pre- 
dominate, however. Heaven only 
knows why that poor girl, Leonora, 
in “The Force of Destiny” should be 
mordered by a brother for a crime 
which she did not commit, and 
which wasn't a crime in the first 
place, because it was al Bad buf 
an accident.

The orgies in some of them, which 
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and Nedda, are killed by lovers, hus- 
bands and more or less affectionate 
relatives. There were five deaths 
from disease, Olympia in “Tales of 
Hofmann,” Mimi in “La Boheme,” 
and Violetta jm La Traviata pass- 
ing away through t.b., the remain- 
ing two, Lucia and Marguerite in 
“Faust,” from madness  superin- 
duced by unhappiness. Poison got one 
and suffocation 
another. Of the so-called heroes, 
only a meager half-dozen perished. 
The rest either went gally along the 
joy route, or hied themselves to a 
hermit’s life in the high hills. 
The more modern heroines are of 
hardier stock. Wagner's Brunhilde. 
and Isolde, to be sure, died, but 
they're first sure that there's a 
stiffened corpse of a tenor stretched 
out on the stage before they sur- 
render their last h. Even a strong- 
er breed grew up in some of the 
Wagnerian followers, music-drama 
heroines, who demanded the heads 
of their lovers on silver platters and 
rapturously and in high glee planted 
necrophilic kisses on the cold lips 
of the men they claimed for theirs. 
THE FRENCH VARIATION. 
But you needn't go within hard- 
ened German boundaries to find the 
heroine who wasn't willing to 
breathe her last sigh before she 
was sure she was not doing it alone. 
Melisande survivee Pelleas by a 
whole act in Dubussy’s music 
drama, and Charlotte in Massenet’s 
„Werther,“ goes on living after the 
sorrowf@! hero has used the pistol 
her husband sent him.

Salazar has one of those great 
voices which thrill when they do 
thrill, to the heights. The blemish 
of such voices is the inability of 
their possessors to hold down the 
volume of splendid tone. Caruso had 
the greatest of such voéa) .appa- 
ratus, and it took hiny years to 
learn to control it, and is one of 
the few who have succeeded in doing 
this. Inevitably tenors with such 
voices do not own  prepossessing 
personalities, and Salazar’s is on tho 
stage one of the most dfsappointing. 

The mediocrity in Gallo's organ- 
ization—a mediocrity which is al- 
ways to be expected at the popular 
prices— was in some of the minor 
parts, and even in. some of the prin- 
cipal, and in the general staginc 
and choral effects. His company 
does, however, display more life as 
a whole than many of the travel- 
ing organizations. and that ig de- 
cause Gallo is able year after year 
to continue holding his troupe tc- 
gether on the course of success.

GERMAN DYES COMING. 


Much Needed Vat Pyes-Start for 
Teile Trade in U. 8. 


of certain dyes that can be depended 
upon te go through the laundry 
without fading is to be relieved next 
month by the importation of a 
quantity of so-called German vat 
dyes, by arrangement made through 
the government. Textile manufac- 
turers since the war have been cry- 
img aloud for dyes that will hold 
their colors in shirts, for instance, 
throughout repeated laundering and 
the development of the dye industry 
in the United States has not ad- 
vanced far enough to furnish the de- 
gree of fastness needed in particular 
colors. And while the government 
proposes to protect by a tariff the 
growing dye industry here, it has 
been found necessary to go to Ger- 
many for vat dyes. 

Vat dyes are the last word in seg | 
dyes. The involved 
manufacture have not been — 
yet outside of Germany, and for 
that reason the State Department, 
on behalf of the tenth track 
granted licenses for importa. An 
announcement to the trade from the 
State Department said recently that 

“the negotiations have resulted in 
the plan under which a substantial 
portion of the German vat dyes 
covered by the vat dye certificates 
issued by the war trade board sec- 
tion may be secured at prices agreed 
upon by the inter-Allied authorities 
at Paris.”

Construction work on the Call- 
fornia State highway system, which 
has been curtailed since the first of 
last November, owing to difficulties 
in marketing the new bond issue, 
ts to be pushed again. The original 
programme, ag mapped out by the 
Highway Commission for 19290, 
called for an expenditure of $10,- 
000,000 or $12,000,000 and, while it 
will be impossible to carry out the 
original schedule this year, there 
will be substantia] increase in new 
mileage. 

BOND PROBLEMS. 

After working for weeks on a 
solution of the bond problem, it is 
believed that rapid progress is near. 
Because of the obvious necessity for 
the extension of the highway sys- 
tem the members of the commission 
are very anxious to carry on the 
work as rapidly as possible. 

In a talk last week with Charles 
8. Howard, president of the Howard 
Automobile Company, the largest 
distributor of automobiles in 
world, Chairman N. D. Darlington 
of the State Highway Commission. 
said that it was the policy of the 
State to go ahead as rapidly as the 
conditions would permit. 

“We are today carrying on about 
$3,000,000 in construction work,” 
said Chairman Darlington. There 
are now approximately 1500 miles 
of concrete road in use in thie 
| State's highway svstem. In addi- 


tion, there are 230 miles of mac- 


adam, most of which was taken 
over by the State from counties, as 
the commission had done practical- 
ly no construction of this sort. 
There are also twenty miles of 
bituminous construction, which were 
taken over by the State. The com- 
mission, in addition, has 1400 miles 
of graded road not yet paved.”

Howard that California's State high-

profitable investments. Mr Howard

N A general way poultrymen at aii famil- 
jar with the. literature of ovr domesti- 
cated fowl know that it ts conceded to 
%% native to India, where it is known as the 
jungie fowl, and technically as Gallus 
Rankiva. In color markings the progenitor 
of our present-day poultry resembles the 
black-breasted red game, only that it is 
smaller and in type not unlike the Brown 
Leghorn. The subject is interesting chiefly 
from the fact that tne orixinal color of these 
jungle fowl is red and black; from this, by 
mating and selection, have resulted through 
the ages, the present multiplicity of breeds 
and varieties, which certainly afford wide 
scope for reversion and “faults” in color 
markings from the rules laid down in the 
American standard of perfection. The his- 
tery of our domestic fowl assumes a mo- 
mentarily new interest from reference to it 

H. G. Wells’s new and somewhat preten- 
tious work entitled “The Outlines of His- 
tory,” in which he says that poultry and 
hens’ eggs were a rather late addition 
(from an historical point of view) to the 
dietary of the human race; this in spite of 
the somewhat large part they now occupy 
as a source of human food in all civilized 
countries. Commenting on this and bring- 
ing out some other interesting historical 
‘facts a writer in the Feathered World 
(London) calis attention to the fact that 
the hen is not mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment, though the cock bird enjoys distine- 
tion in the New; neither does she fill a 
niche in Homer.

“It cometh from the egg and chirps wiih 
all its might: 


“It runneth on the feet when it has come 
forth.” 


The chirping and running are certainly 
suggestive of the chicken. Mere words do 
not help us much as to the period of the 
fowl’s origin. Cock, from the French coq, 
arose from imitation of the sound, like 
chick and cluck in the Anglo-Saxon: but the 
French Chantecleer, the clear singer, re- 
minds us that the idea of the singer is pres- 
ent in the word “hen,” also from the Anglo- 
Saxon “henn,” was simply the feminine of 
“hana” related to “cano,” to sing. Poult,

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


EDLANDS.—Orange growers, phckers 
and shippers are weil pleased with tre 
market for it is now in the satisfactory 

State that was expected. Some cars are be- 
ing sold in the auctions for as high as $7.50 
per box. There is a shortage of California 
fruit on wheels and the recent rain inter- 
fered with shipments. This indicates that 
shipments will spread out so that good 
prices will continue. seems to be no 
doubt but that the crop is lighter than was 
estimated. H. W. Seager, manager of the 
Redlands-Highland Exchange, which ships 
for a'dozen houses here and in Highland, 
says “the February report shows a reduc- 
tion over previous estimates of both oran- 
ges and lemons. The report shows a de- 
crease of 3 per cent. in oranges and 1.6 in 
Jemons. It is not believed that the Califor- 
nia Fruit Exchange will ship more than 
27,248 cars this year, as against 34,102 cars 
of oranges last year. There will probably 
be 9618 cars of lemons shipped as against 
9320 cars last year. This estimate is based 
on 400 boxes to the car, although most cars 
will be loaded with 460 boxes. This means 
in all probability that there will be a strong 
demand for every orange shipped from now 
on.” In Redlands the shipments this sea- 
son have now reached 796 cars of fruit, of 
400 boxes to the car. A year ago at this 
time there were 1217 cars shipped. The 
growers have been holding back their fruit 
feeling sure that prices would be better 
later and the present market justifies that 
action. The past week Saw the largest 
shipments of the whole season for 150 cars 
were sent out. The rains are now cutting 
down shipments, however, for the houses 
were cleaned out of all fruit stored there, 
and it will take several days to replace 
them. The fruit is arriving in fine shape, 
with the exception of isolated cases of fruit 
frozen in transit. | 


_ MAY BE LEMON SHORTAGE. 

ARLINGTON.—Conditions in the lemon 
industry here this yeag are very different 
from what obtained at this time last year. 
Last winter there were probably 1500 car- 
loads of lemons stored in the Upland dis- 
trict alone and possibly as much more else- 
where. This season the lemons are being 
sent to the market as fast as they ate 
packed and are yielding the growers about 
5 cents a pound. The hope is generally ex- 
pressed that they may stay at this figure, 
as extremely high prices seem to be too 
often followed by a sharp decline. In the 
opinion of many the crop is coming in so 
fast and the demand is so great, that a 
shortage the coming summer is not an im- 
possibility.

The heart of every poultry-keeper re- 
joices when @is hatches are full ones. This 
joy, however, quickly turns to distress if 
the baby chicks do not thrive, and the suc- 
cessful brooding of chickens is a difficult 
operation, especially for a beginner. Many 
poultry-keepers who are able to secure good 
egg yields and fair hatches make a failure 
of brooding chickens, either in raising only 
a small percentage of the chickens hatched 
or in failing to rear strong, vigorous birds 
which develop into good breeding stock. 

Brooding with hens is the simplest and 
easiest way to raise a few chickens and 
is the method which is used on the aver 
age general farm. Artificial brooders are 
necessary where very early chickens are 
raised, where only Leghorns or other non-

Sheep are not very generally kept on 
ariig {ov aupplying the home family with 
meat. There are many areas, especially in 
hilly Or mountainous regions, where nearly 
every farm could keep a few mutton sheep 
to advantage.

Sheep naturally graze over rather wide 
u eus and seek a variety of plants. This 
habit particularly adapts them to being kept 
in large numbers on lands of sparse vege- 
tation or furnishing a variety of grasses or 
other plants.

Authorities now agree that sunburn and 
wood decay annually kill more trees in 
California than all other causes combined 
and that these two troubles account for 


mercial orchards, The fortunate feature is 
that both can very largely be prevented by 
orchardists if they but care to do 80. 

The wondrously clear California atmos- 
phere permits an abnormally large percent- 
age of the sun’s rays to reach the earth, in- 
cluding those most inimical te unprotected 
living substance—the blue end of the spec- 
trum. These are the rays supposed to pro- 
duce much of the sunburn, so prevalent on 
unprotected trees in this State. In the 
past we have been led to believe that sun- 


} burn occurred, mostly during the hot grow- 


ing season when day temperatures run 
high. We now know, however, that such is 
not the case. At this time of year the tem- 
perature within the trunk of the tree is most 
apt to be somewhat cooler than atmospheric 
temperature on account of the tremendous 
evaporation occurring. It is during the 
dormant céndition in the winter that the 
greatest injvry occurs. 

At this season of the year the trunks are 
bare and unprotected by foliage or evapo. 
ration. The sap is not in movement and 
the tree is in no way protected against the 
high temperatures which so frequently oc- 
cur during our clear winter days. Theo re- 
sult is that the temperature inside a tree 
trunk on a bright winter day may be cor 
siderably higher than atmospheric tempera- 
ture. Activity is started in the cells so 
heated which is checked at night when 
the temperature falls. This alternate re- 
tardation and stimulation, with possible 
frost injury to the active tissue, starts most 
of our cases of sunburn

important than plowing a space for the 
home garden with the team or tractor. 

Or if the gardener is anxious to get more 
exercise and a greater return from his zar- 
den, buy a hand plow and cultivator set, or 
use the spading fork to turn over the soil. 
But be sure you dig straight down up to the 
hilt of the spade, 

Even the most fertile of California solle 
pay a liberal return for fertilizer put on. Get 
stable manure or a good commercial fer- 
tilizer at thre seed stores and spread it on 
the garden space before you turn it under. 
Or perhaps your neizhbor has a surplus 
of chicken manure and will let you have 
some for the garden. Sprinkle this spar- 


ate preparation and fertilization of the 
soil after the winter rains, and the ne- 
cessity of “planting summer-growing vegeta- 
bles in time to catch the first warmth from 
the spring sun, March is the busiest month 
for the home and farm gardener in most sec- 
tions of California.

MANY RANGE “CATTLE 
WILL GO TO TEXAS. 


Reports from various sections of North- 
ern California to the California Cattlen.en's 
Association indicate that many districts are 
still suffering greatly from the drought, the 
recent rains having been too slight in those 
districts to relieve the situation, Sacra- 
mento Valley especially requiring immediate 
and heavy rains both for ramges and crops. 
Strong north winds quickly dried up what 


little rain fell recently. 


The situation for which the association 
has been preparing is virtually at hand. Cat- 
tlemen who up to now merely have deen 
discussing the possible mecessity of ship- 
ping cattle out cf the State, now are taking 
definite steps toward that end. Cnttiemen 
who gathered at Davis for the recent breed 
sales stated that they would have to ship 
unless very heavy and continuous rains fel) 
within a short time. 

A definite proposal regarding rates has 
been submitted by the association to the 
railroads and immediate approval is en- 
pected. 

The association has suggested to cattle 
men that as far as possible they ship only 
steers and endeavor to keep their female 
stock on such feed as they may have. i is 


- felt that California range cattle are superior 


in many ways to the cattle of other States. 
and that it would be a great loss if * 


prior to bing time. to lambing 


the wool — the udder of the ewe 


should be clipped short to allow the lambs 


to find the teats readily.

separate pen, which can be made of light 
panels four feet in length, fastened to- 
gether by a hinge and set in the corner.

The lamb that is born strong and vigdr- 
us, With a good dam, will need very little 
care after the first day or two. It is im- 
portant to see that the lamb gets its first 
feed promptly. When lambing pens are 
used, the shepherd is able to give the in- 
dividuals more careful attention and thus 
get them on the way more rapidly. 

The shepherd should watch the €wes: 
carefully to see that their udders are in 
good condition. This is of special impor- 
tance during the first week, with ewes 
which are heavy milkers. After lambing, 
the ewes should be fed lightly at first, being 
put on full feed about the third or fourth 
day. At this time it is economical to feed 
heavily enough to produce a large flow of

Further advices received by the associa- 
tion from Texas confirm previous telegrams 
which said that that State had ample pas- 
ture to offer at rates varying from 50 cents 
to 81 per head per month. 

A meeting of cattlemen held at Liver- 
more two weeks ago appointed a committee 
to make an immediate report on rates, ship- 
ping conditions, pasture available, etc As 
soon as this committee reports, a repre- 
sentative will be sent to make definite con 
tracts for pastuffmg a large number of cat- 
tle. The Livermore producers plan to join 
in making up carload lots and shar 1g pas- 
ture. David J. Stollery, secretary of the 
California Cattlemen’s Association, speaking 
of the situation, said: 3 

“The entire strength of the California 
Cattlemen’s Association will be placed in 
support of such movements as that at Liv- 


_ermore. The association, however, will not 


countenance or support the actions of cer- 
tain men who are going through the State 
taking advantage of the drought situation, 
‘and buying up cattle at low prices to ship 
them to Texas under the favorable condl- 
tions which the association has created for 
the benefit of the cattlemen themselves. 
Cattlemen who can possibly do so are urged, 
if shipment becomes necessary, to hold to 
their cattle and make those shipments them 
selves, combining where necessary to make 
up trainload lots. The association's efforts 
to relieve the drought situation should pot, 
and if we can prevent them, will not be 
used merely for the benefit of men who are 
willing to take advantage of the cattlemen’s 
needs.

milkers will use to advantage one to two 
pounds of grain per head dafly. A good 
grain. mixture consists of four quarts of 
milo maize or corn, four parts of oats, two 
parts of bran and one part of cottonsced 
neal or oil meal by weight. 


When the lambs are two weeks old they 
should be provided with a grain feed in a 
lamb creep, which can be constructed so 
that only the lambs have access to the 
grain. Any convenient arrangement to meet 
the needs of the individual farm will be 
found satisfactory. Crushed corn and oats, 
with bran, fed in equal parts by measure, 
have been found to make a very satisfac- 
tory feed to start the lambs with. They 
should be fed just a little at first until they 


gradually increased until they are receiving 
what they will clean up in fifteen minutes 
twice a day. By providing grain for the 
lambs in a lamb creep, larger and more 
economical gains can be made. 

When the lambs are from ten to fourteen 
days old they should be docked and cas- 
trated. When properly done it adds much 
to the appearance of the lamb and in- 
creases the selling price at the market. 
The best time to dock and castrate ihe 
lambs is in the morning, on a clear, bright, 
sunny day. Care should be taken that 
they are not unduly excited. before the

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| ROOT NEMATODE IS 
A GROWING MENACE.’ 


The common root nematode, or eelworm 
(Heterodera radicicola} presents at the 
present time probably tha most serious pest- 
control problem confronting the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, says G. H. Hecke, 
director. While it is not a new pest, hav- 
ing been found in the State at least as early 
as 1910, its spread has been such as to 
bring it rapidly to the forefront until, at 
least in Northern California, it is attract: 
more attention from pest-control officials, 
both State and county, than any other prob- 
lem. A large percentage of the potatoes 
now found in the markets show the evi- 
dence of this trouble. The shortage of good 
seed potatoes, together with the high price, 


‘furnishes a strong temptation to plant in- 


terior seed. These infested potatoes, laut 
ed in clean districts, inoculate the soil with 
the pest, and thereafter the potatoes pro- 
duced on this soil are sure to show the 
trouble. This means a great loss both to 
the grower and the consumer, and once in 
the soil it is very difficult, if not impossible, 
to get the nematodes out. The same is true 
with nursery stock, the planting of trees 
with infested roots bringing about a condi- 
tion in the orchard which is sure to mean 


ta permanent loss to the grower. 


Since there is no practical method of rid- 
ding the soil of these worms, and since 


there are still many districts in the State 


which are apparently free from the pes‘, it 
is of utmost importance, Mr. Hecke says, 
that neither nursery stock nor potat 

showing the effects of this disease be al- 
lowed to be planted in clean districts. 
While the nursery stock problem can be 
handled by the county horticultural officials 


| through inspection and rejection, it is much 


more difficult in the case of potatoes, and a 


ease is necessary for that reason, since even 
potato peelings thrown in the back yard are 
capable of inoculating the soil, | 

The most serious phase of the eelworm 


‘| problem arises through the distribution of 


diseased potatoes. In this respect California 
is in rather a peculiar situation Through- 
ont most of the State the farmers do not 
grow enough potatoes for their own use. 
They usually have a small patch, the prod- 
uct of which lasts but a short time. Even if 
they grow then in large enough quantity 
for market purposes, the lack of proper 
storage facilities. prevents their holding 
over a sufficient. stock for house use 
throughout the year. Therefore, during a 
considerable portion of the year, they pur- 
chase their potatoes in the open market. 
Evidently, then, if a large potato-producing 
or adjoining States 


ships potatoes infested with eelworms 


throughout the State, there fs great danger 


of valuable farming land becoming infested 
through the unrestricted distribution of po- 
_tatoes carrying this pest. The housewife, 


pares them and throws the refuse out to the 
stock or on the manure pile in the corral. 
and from there they are spread over the 
fields. If any of the potatoes used on the 
ranch, thérefore. are infested with eel- 
worms, a portion of the worms at least are 
very liable to be spread over the ranches 
of the State. 
When we consider how serious the pest is 
on many of our agricultural crops, such 4s 


‘|| tomatoes, cantaloupes, lettuce, beans and 


yeas. when the soll becomes infested, Mr. 
| Hecke declares, the injury which may arise 
through the shipment of infested potatces 
can be somewhat appreciated. 

The eelworm is not generally distributed 
over the State of California. Probably it ie 
not found at all in many counties, or.culy 
in very restricted areas. It is highlv im- 
portant, then, Mr. Hecke asserts, that pota- 
toes affected with thia disease be rigidly 
prevented from distribution. The easfest 
way to prevent their distribution is to pre- 
vent the production of potatoes infested 
with these worms. This means planting 
only disease-free seed on disease-free land.

Don’t get discouraged. The first digeing 
up of a soil that has not been worked for 
a few years or has seen considerable tramp- 
ing is by far the hardest part of garden 
work. Take it easy and do a small stretch 
at a time if this is the case, and console 
yourself that you are putting your soi! in 
good shape not for one year but fot man. 

A Word to those who rent places in city or 
country—-do not give up the idea of having a 
garden because the place is not yours, or »e- 
cause you think now that you may move be- 
fore the garden, produce is harvested. Some 
vegetables mature in three months, such as 
certain varieties of corn, pole beans, in-

Like- 
wise ashes give good results when the soil 
requires potash. One must use lime with 
care, fiowever, for lime promotes condi- 
tions in the soll favorable to the growth 
of disease fugei, hence the crop may be in- 
jured more by disease than benefited by 
the lime. Seed sets should be planted as 
soon after cutting as possible, within twen- 
ty-four hours at most. 
SPROUTING THE SEED. 


It is a good practice when possible to 


sprout seed tubers before cutting and plant- 


ing. This is usually done by placiag the 
dormant tubers in diffused or subdued light 
for about three weeks before planting. 
Sometimes it is well to cover the tubers 
with a light layer of moist straw, espectal 
ly if they are placed out of doors. By this 
process short, stubby and somewhat green 
sprouts about one-fourth to three-eighths 
of an inch long grew out from several eyes. 
They are not-so easily broken off as if 
sprouted in the dark. There are several 
advantages in sprouting as suggested. 

the first place ofily those tubers showin 

vigorous sprouts need be selected for plan 

ing, thus a more perfect stand fs assured, 
and k more uniform growth is also secured. 
In the second place, recognizing that rhi- 
zomes come out only at the es or joints 
of the sprout underground, by sprouting, 
more nodes will form beneath the surface 
than if the tubers begin. their sprouting 
in the ground. Thus, the yield of tubers 
is likely to be increased. Another advan- 
tage is that there may be additional time 
to finish preparing the land, if that work 
— not been completed der early plant 
ing.

Grant, Mr. Harrel and Mr. LaFevre, and 
their confidence in the success of the crop 
is more than justified by the results ob- 
tained last yee. About 100 acres were 
plaated to peanuts in this section, and 
though it was a backward season, an aver 
age yield of about a ton per acre was ob- 
tained, with gross receipts of about $100 
per acre. The veuture at that time was a 
new one, ar‘ the planters declare that 
many mistakes were made, and ‘that this 
year they will not be surprised if there is 
a yield of a ton and a half to cwo tons an 
acre, Last year, it was the general con- 
viction that the planting was too late, and 
this year the planters intend to begin about 
the miadle of April. 

For successful peanut growing they have 
found the soil must be cultivated much the 
same as for beans, plaucing in a deep mulch, 
in furrows about twe inches deep. The 
seed this year is very scarce, and costs 
about $25 per ton. About anaes pounds 
of clean Spanish peanuts in shell wil] plant 
an acre, and since one acre, when properly 
handied, will produce enough to plant thir- 
ty acres. a number of ranchers have an- 
intentions of rdising their 
crop for seed purposes alone. 

There are a number of good varieties ot 
peanuts which will grow here, but it is

prefers a sandy loam, it is adapted to a 
wide range of soils. Its production of pra 
nut hay, which is selling now on the mar 
ket at $20 a ton, is much greater than that 
of the other varieties: is ned¥ly as as 
alfalfa for stock feed, and is much better 
than bean straw as fertilizer. 

From presetit indications there will be 
over 300 acres set to goobers this season. 
The original pioneers in the Industry bes 
fore mentioned have done a’ great deal to 
encourage their néighbors to xrow the new 
crop by their purchase of a picking ma- 
chine, the only one of its kind on the Coast.

acreage of crop continues, ‘for the estab 
ishment of a factory which would mann 
facture peanut butter, peanut oll and the 


ofl cake. 

In 1917, the peanut crop. in the United 
States was about 65,000,000 bushels, which, 
with the hay, was valued at $150,000,000. 
As yet, the peanut industry is not protected. 
by a tariff, and has had little attention from 
agricultural departments. Last June, how- 
ever, Congress authorized an appropriation 
for collecting marketing information for 
peanut growers, and it is the hope of the 
latter that sooner of later Congress will 
place a protective tariff, nossibly 3 cents 
a pound, on the product, which ig expected 
to effectually protect it against foreign 
competition.

T stock is one of the most significant de- 
velopments in present-day agriculture. 
Farmers all over the country have had the 
gospel of betier stock impressed upon them. 
The farm bureaus of the country probably 
receive as many inouiries along this ! as 
any other, the subject being a live and Vital 
one from coast to coast. Folfowing is a list 
of questions and answers relative to pure- 
bred stock prepared by one of the assistant 
farm advisers of Los Angeles county: 
Question. What are pure-bred animals? 

Answer: Pure-bred animals are those 
having sires ai d dams members of the same 
recognized b The guarantee that a 
buyer of pure-bred live stock has of its 
purity of blood. is a certificate of registry 
with proper transfers of ownership for the 
animals in question. 


Q. How may one know that a certificate 
registry is official? 

A.: An official certificate of registry 
should show the name of the secrétary and 
the seal of the national association for the 
breed in question. A man who expects to 
buy pure-bred live stock should inform him- 
self regarding the national association and 
its requirements for the breed he intends to 
buy and especially as to the name of its 
secretary. This may be had from the State 
College of Agriculture.. In buying pure-bred 
animals, one should deal with men known 
to be honest and reputagle. There can be 
dishonesty in the registration of live stock, 
but those who practice it are soon discov- 
ered and not permitted to register Animals, 
or are otherwise forced out of business. 

Q.: How did pure-bred live stock orig- 
inate? 

A.: Long after the man race began to 
“ domesticate animals, some of the more en- 
terprising breeders discovered differences in 
sche ability of animals to produce the things 
Vesired, such as meat, milk, wool and work. 
They selected those which produced best 
and used them for breeding stock. People 
learned that the offsprings of these 

“selected” animals produced more efficiently 
but there wag difficulty in keeping record of 
the offspring. Record associations were 


then formed to keep records of pedigrees 
and descriptions of animals and names of 
breeders and owners, thus helping to put

.: What is the main purpose of pure- 
bred live stock at present; and how is it 
related to the production of market stock? 

A.: The main purpose of pure-bred live 
stock at present is for use as breeding stock 
in the improvement of individuals to be 
used for market production. Some of the 
less desirable pure-bred animals are sent to 
market through the feed lot, and the best 
breeders always sell the inferior animals 
which are produced in this way. Pure-bred 
live stock is related to the production of 
market live stock by the fact that the most 
successful producers of market stock use 
males in ‘their herds that are produced by 
pure-bred parents. 

Q.: How is this improvement of live 
stock produced for market purposes ac- 
complished? 

A.: The best breeders of pure-bred live 
stock make every effort by selection, proper 
mating and good care, to produce animals 
which serve a given purpose to the greatest 
possible degree. Most of the animals so 
produced are sold to be mated with grade, 
and sometimes scrub, females. This, what 
is known as “grading-up” process, takes 
place. One male serves from forty to eighty 
females and becomes the sire of all the off- 
spring in the herd. Thus the good male ex- 
erts a wonderfully important influence for 
good on the offspring. Ihe more often this 
plan is practiced in a herd the higher grade 
the herd becomes. This is called “grading- 
up by use of pure-bred sires,” 

: In what essential way does the use 
of pure-bred sires improve market live 
stock? | 

A.: (a) It makes for uniformity among 
the offspring because the pure-bred sires 
have been produced from long lines of an- 
cestors selected and bred for a specific pur- 
pose and consequently they are “strong 
breeders,” and their offspring tend to re- 
semble one another. (b) It improves the 
individuality of the animal for the purpose 
intended because pure-bred sires have been 
bred for that particular purpose for many 
generations and they transmit their charac- 
teristics. (c) Tt produces animals which 
find a mare ready market because pure-bred 
animals have been produced with the idea 
in view of making them meet the special 
market demands and their offspring being 
like them tend to meet those market de, 
mands. (d) Because of the fact that the 
offspring of pure-bred sires are more uni- 
form and possess individual @aperiogty and 
meet a greater market demand, they do, if 
properly handled, yield larger profits than 
scrub animals. (e) Aside from all these 
facts the good live stock which goes from 
any farm to the market is a credit to the 
producer and to the community anda 

rece of satisfaction to the farmer who 

produced and handled it. 

Q.: Can the average farm afford to use 
pure-bred males? 

A.: The average farmer can afford to use 

thing other than a good pure-bred male 

ause: (a) A good pure-bred male pos- 
sesses the characteristics desired in market 
animals and is the result of such a plan of 
breeding that he transmits those qualities 
to his offspring. (b) ‘While the average 
female becomes the parent of from one ant- 
mal a year in the case of horses and cattle, 
to ten to fifteen in the case of hogs, the 
average male can become the parent of forty 
to sixty times as many offspring in one 
year. This is true because in the average 
herd one male mates with forty to sixty 
females within the year. In short the sire is 
half the herd because he is the male parent 
of all the offspring. (c) Because of his su- 


| pertority the good pure-bred male improves 


the quality of his offspring and 
value those which-are desti 
tened for market. (dy A most Important re- 
sult that the erage’ farmer gets from the 
use of a pure-Dred male is that he may start 
with a band of serub females, mate them to 
a pure-bred male, and save their female off- 
spring which will be grades much better 
than their mothers. 

Q.: How can the average farmer best 
proceed to buy a pure-bred male? 

A.: The average farmer can best pro- 
ceed to buy a pure-bred male by deciding 
on the number of females that he wishes to 
breed. This will depend upon his equip- 
ment for handling them, his available feed- 
stuffs and his other farm plans. The price 
that he can afford to pay for a male will 
depend somewhat upon the number and 
kiad of females he has to breed. If he ex 
pects to breed a herd of forty cows and a 
good pure-bred male can improve the value 
of the calves at weaning time to the amount 
of $5 a head, or $200, it is evident that he 
tan pay 8200 more ior a good nure-bred male 
than a scrub sire would cost. The farmer 
can use the sire for a year and have him 
elt at the end of the season, or if he uses

inches apart. In this manner the crop may 
be cultivated by horse labor without seri- 
ously disturbing the vines in their position 
and growth. The wider distance is essen- 
tial under condifions of poor soil and in- 
adequate moisture. 

The best depth for potatoes under normal 
conditions is four to five inches. If planted 
too deep.the tubers will be small and of | 
poor quality. If planted too shallow they 
wilt be of variable size, unshapely and often 
freened by exposure. But in lighter soils 
the greater depth may be followed. 

DISEASES OF POTATOES. | 

There are many diseases attacking the 

potato in California, and because of our 
climate and other conditions favora- 
to 3 they are often difficult 

to contro 

— the most destructive disease is 
the Fusarium wilt. This pest may be de- 
tected by a browp spot or ring appearing 
on the fresh surface of the stem end of the 
tuber when cut. Such tubers should be 
cast out, If, however, they are planted, or 


manifests itself by a sudden wilting of the 
plant as it comes into vigorous growth. 
The plant soon turns brown and dies. When 
this disease becomes established in the 
soil six or seven years are reqyired to 
eradicate it, during which time no host 
plants should be grown upon the land. The 
remedia] measures against this disease 
are, therefore, rotation of crops and the 
choice of disease-free seed. 


The disease second in importance is 
Rhizoctonia. The presence of this disease 
may be detecfed by small, wartlike and 
dirty specks, or exerescences, on the sur- 
face of the tuber. It manifests itself by a 
yellowing and wilting of tne growing plants 
as they approach full size. The ravages of 
this disease may be lessened to a consid- 
erable extent by treating the seed tubers 
in ‘a solution of formalin, one pound to 


half to two hours, according to the preva- 
lence or intensity of the disease. If the 
tubers have sprouted before they can be 
treated, it would be well to treat them in 
a solution of corrosive sublimate (mercu- 
ric chlorid,) four ounces to thirty gallons 
of water, for one and one-half hours. This 
treatment does not injure the sprouts as 
formalin does. It must be remembered, 
however, that corrosive sublimate is an ac- 
tive poison aud every precaution should be 
taken in the interests of plants and ani- 


mals. 
FERTILIZING POTATOBS. 
There are few experimental data for Cal- 
torni bearing orf the question of the use 
of fertilizers. It should be noted, however.

The Los Angeles County Farm Bureau 
fertilizer project of last year demonstrated 
rather conclusively that the best nréchod 
of fertilizing for potatoes is by the use 
of a green manure cover crop, next by the 
use of hberal applications of barnyard ma- 
nure and last by the use of mineral er 
ready-mixed fert rs. Nitrate of soda in 
amounts of 200 pounds per acre or better 
was shown to increase yields. Superphos- 
phate in amounts up to 500 pounds per 
acre apparently gave no results. A me- 
dium grade tankage in amounts of 500 
pounds per acre is to be recommended as 
probably as good as any. Prof. Gilmore 
recommends a mixture of forty pownds of 
sulfate of ammonia, 120 pounds of acid 
phosphate and eighty pounds of, sulfate of 
potash The mixture should be applied in 
the furrow and stirred in the soil before 
planting. A ready-mixed fertilizer of 2 


phoric acid and 8 to 10 per cent. potash is 
also recommended by potato authorities. .

PUBLISHER TALKS ON 
IHE DAIRY BUSINESS. 


REDLANDS.—George W. Wilder of New 


fourteen inches in York, owmer of the famous Hollow ** 


Farm, west of this city, says that there is 
something radically wrong with the dairy 
business in this section, judging from ‘he 
number of fine dairy stock recently taken 
to other parts of the State. Mr. Wilder, 


who is president of the Butterick Publish-. 


ing Company, has been at the farm about 
three weeks. “There has been sold and 
taken out of the San Bernardino Valley two 
large, fine-bred herds in the past six 
months,” said Mr. Wilder. “I have infor- 
mation that another is to be sold. It means 
that the people are not paying enough for 
milk to make it profitable for the dairyman 
to keep his cows. The result will be higher- 
priced milk and possibly a real shortage of 
milk, a situation that arises from the tre- 
mendous increase in the cost of feed without 
a corresponding increase in price of milk. 
Only a short time ago the price of alfalfa 
was $12 to $15 per ton. Today it is $35. 
Grain ig $60 where once ft was $25 a ton. 
Milkers who were paid $50 and $60 a month 
now recieve $20 and $100. With the wages 
paid for milkers it costs 10 cents a gallon 
just to draw milk from the cow. Fach bot- 
tle that is broken or kept by the consumer 
costs the dairyman money. The price of 


milk has surely not advanced in proportion — 


to cost of production. Individual dairy vat- 
fle and herds are being taken where higher 
prices are being paid for milk or where 
costs of production are less, or both. I be- 
lieve an adjustment will be made, but all of 
us must bear some grief while it is done.” 

Mr. Wilder says that prices of $20,000, 
$25,000 and $15,000 now being paid for bulls 
is being paid by men who have come to re- 
alize how a herd can be built up and produc- 
tion tripled. He is interested in the prices 
being offered for brothers of King of Hollow 
Hill, the boss bull of the herd. “Caroline of 
Chilmark is my sweetheart in cowdom,” he 
said. “She has shown her appreciation of 
California. In the East her highest produc- 
tion was ten or twelve pounds of milk a day. 
Here she has given as high as sixty-four 
pounds in a day. And she brought me King 
of Hollow Hill. She has delivered 15,185 
pounds of milk in one year, with 723 pounds 
of butter fat in it.”

He states 
that present supplies of petroleum in the 
earth under the United States are limited. 
At the present rate of consumption they 
will be exhausted within a few generations. 
But there are seventy-five billion barrels of 
petroleum, enough for another hundred 
years or so, in the earth in the form of oil 
shales which will yield an average of 
twenty-five gallons of ofl per ton of rock. 
Besides, the production of alcohol from 
vegetable matter for internal combustion 
motors is coming, and who knows when 
the vegetation of the earth will habe de- 
come exhausted? The third fuel possibility 
for internal combustion motors, Dr. White 
says, is benzol. The English are now burn- 
ing benzol in farm tractors, but its cost is 
yet high, about 60 cents per gallon, as 
against 66 cents per gallon for gasoline in 
England. Improved methods may cheapen 
the production of benzol, which is a highly 
volatile fuel.

Avoid trouble with the new farm tractor 
by breaking it in properly. Although the 
steel team does not require as much time as 
it take % break in a pair of colts to work, 
the consequences are just as serious when 
the farmer works the new machine too hard 
and too long without taking the proper pre- 
cautiéns as to limbering up, lubrication, in- 
spection of parts, etc. 

The tractor is thoroughly tested out when 
it leaves the factory, but the bearings are 
tight, and the wearing parts require an ex- 
tra amount of oll and grease at first. See to 
it that the cooling system is in good working 
order, the radiator is filled with water, the 
fan belt is working, and the pump going well. 

Bolts and nuts may work loose in the first 
few hours of plowing or belt work, and in- 
spection should be made of them after an 
hour or so of running. Run the tractor slow- 
ly at first, with halts for inspection every 
hour during the first day. This system may 
save a lot of expense and time later. 


WHAT TO PLANT. —

Wrofkg—though it might have been done 
that way. It was all done with one “shot,” 
and it illustrates how far beyond double 
exposure camera ingenuity has advanced. 
The “giant” was the creation of W. IL. 
Hall, a genius in the service of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Company. He built a plat- 


‘form sixteen feet wide in the street, re- 


bling a pavement, reaching from curb 
to curb, on which he placed an actor of or- 
dinary size. Back of this platform, which 
was seventy-two feet deep, were the throngs 
of people. Now the skill consisted in so 
placing the camera that the curb lines on 
which the people stood far back of the 
“giant” were caught by the lens while the 
“giant” was kept in perfect perspective. 

He was a “close-up” 
“Jong-shot”—all in the same scene. Yet 
the screen seems to show the throngs fol- 
lowing the walking colossus on an even 
Une with him, wen in fact they were 
nearly 100 feet back. It mustrates what a 
lens in the hands of a master of the 
camera’s mechanism and of optics and per- 
spective can be made to do. 

Doug Fairbanks really scales high 
buildings and works other athletic marvels 
for the camera. Almost everything he is 
shows doing Is genuine. But he can't walk 
on ceilings, head downward, as he is seen 
to do in his last play. “When the Clouds 
Roll By.” That, of course, was a mechani- 
cal taterpolation. 

They built at his studio a set showing a 
room open at one side and revolving on an 
axis like a sguirrel cage. As Doug walked 
over to the side wall and placed his foot on 
it for the first step the camera, also set with 
special equipment so that & would revolve, 
likewise turned, and so an ag he walked up 
one side, over the

City Overwhelmed by Raging 
Flood of Camera Manipulators. 


N FAIRBANKS’S last play a scene shows 
a city being overwhelmed* by a flood. 
This was done by making à town of minia- 
ture buildings on the order of an archi- 
tect’s model and photographing it with the 
water sent through a sluice bowling over 
the buildings. Ordinarily such small objects 
being toppled over would show the jerky 
optical effect of upright dominoes falling. 
This was overcome by “shooting” with a 
fast lens making ten feet of film to the sec- 
ond. When the film ran through the pro- 
jection machine tt unwound at the normal 
rate, which is much slower. 

Probably the most remarkable piece of 
photographic faking ever achieved was 
done in Griffith's spectacular play, “Intol- 
erance.” It was due to the wizardy of Mr. 
Hall, then with Griffith but now of the 


by the enchanted doorsill. 
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suing children. Hall got a young denizen 
of one of the Southern California alligator 
farms and “dolled it up with horns. claws 
and other accoutrements of a husky dragon. 
Then he had the children photogiaphed 
running up steps to a refuge in an enchant- 
ed tower. 

Running the film back he made a second 
exposure showing the dragon crossing the 
foreground in all his horrific design, crawl 
ing up the steps and finding himself baffled 
“Maybe we 
didn't have a time making that dragon act 
his role,” said Hall. The skill of the thing 
consisted in the mathematical accuracy 
with which the double exposure had to be 
done. The fllusion was perfect. 

Another wonder worker of the camera— 
the master of them all, in fact, in the crea- 
tion of fake thrill-stuff, as it is called in 
the argot of the studio;—is Fred Jackma2, 
head of the photographic staff for Sennett. 
Everybody knows that the Sennett comedies 
are in a class by themselves for thrill in- 
ventions and executions, real and otherwise. 

It is usually Sennett that invents or con- 
ceives the situations, Then it's up to Jack- 
man. The number of impossible things he 
has done with the camera to catch, improve 
upon and fake up these situations Is mar- 
velous. it he has ever fallen down on the 
job there is no record or tradition of it. 

Jackman can show a man falling off the 
top of the Washington monument, landing 
on his feet and walking away with an un-

Lasky company, and was revealed by him 
the other day for the first time. 

In some of the long-shots showing vast 
numbers of Babylonians in the | festive 
scenes in the palace, and others showing 
figbting with invaders from the towering 
walls, the soldiers were manikins operated 
mechanically! They carried shields and 
performed prodigious feats of valor. These 
toy figures, of which there were no less 
than 3000 in one scene, went through their 
“acting” wholly by means of a system of 
little elevators underneath the set operated 
by a large corps of men under Mr. Hall's 
direction. 

One of these miniature mechanical mar- 
vels cost $24,000 to build. There was no fake 
about that! Mr. Griffith almost laughed 
himself sick when he saw the thing oper- 
ated,” says Hall. But so amazingly perfect 
was the complicated device that these 
manikins were shown spearing each other, 
battling furiously with swords, falling in 
combat and even hurling balls of fire from 
the parapets so realistically that no eye-has 
ever been skilled enough even to get a sus- 
picion of fake. No wonder Griffith laughed. 

The illusion was perfected by a host of 
real, moving humans in the scenes—and this 
was another achievement of Hall, plus 
Griffith—to make the false dovetail so per- 
fectly with the real that an expert camera 
man could not tell one from ‘other. 

Revealing this does not detract from 
Griffith's wonderful work in “Intolerance.” 
In most of the big scenes he marshaled and 
directed vast numbers of people—so many 
that the salary list of lutalerance“ has 
never been even approaciied by any other 
picture. 


N AMUSING piece of faking was done 
under Halls master hand in a fairy 
play. They asked him to conceive some 
way in which a dragon could be shown pun

plate, and the “lap-dissolve,” as it is 
termed, was completed. This trick explains 
how Mary Pickford, in a recent play. was 
shown shedding rags that were simultane- 
ously replaced by a princess's gown. 

In one Sennett comedy Jackman showed 
a girl skating into a room. making a com- 
plete loop-the-loop circle and skating out. 
While the camera showed her looping, she 
was actually standing still on one spot. She 
skated to that spot, the camera was re- 
volved and as it reached oven keel” the 
girl skated out of the scene. The revolving 
of the camera made it appear that she bad 
described a full circle.

AND-WOVEN basketry entails an in- 

finity of time and patience to the 

. Weaver; but when the beauty and 

the durability of the finished basket 

is considered it does not appear as wasted 
time. “A thing of beauty is a joy forever,” 

and time is not a precious commodity to the 

dusky weaver whose skilled fingers make of 

the tangled strands the most beautiful 

baskets of this kind in the world, 
Her environment does not furnish her 


with much that is uplifting, for living as she 


does upon theeoutskirts of civilization, she 
meets life at its most harsh and forbidding 
angle; she has not dipped deeply into the 
stores of knowledge to kindle her ambition, 
or mingled with the learned, hence we 
draw the inference that a part, at least, of 
the beauty she portrays in her handicraft is 
the innate loveliness of soul which finds ex- 
pression In dumb outlinings of fibred weeds, 
in beads and brilliant yarns. 

Unable to put into written characters the 
stirrings of her slumbrous heart she finds 
an outlet at her fingers’ ends. Beyond the 
sacred signs and emblems and religious 
symbols of her race, her mind outruns the 
shadowy line of vision and mounts into the 
dreamy fields of pure romance. 


t may be that the colored threads are 


telling in their devious ins and outs the 
story of her own life’s passion or mayhap 


the wild adventures of some daring brave, 


or the slow unfolding of a treasured legend 
of her people. 


Hidden Lyrics of Love and War 
Woven Into Baskets. 


hee ALL except her nearest she holds in- 
violate the key to her devisings and 


thus it comes about that few besides herself 


can unravel the hidden lyrics of love or 
warfare. 


The flora and fauna of the deserts supply 
the weaver with forms and designs and col- 
ors and with these her imagination takes 
free wing, for she has-little to assist or in- 
struct her besides nature in the raw. Living 
close to its vital heart she has learned to 
appreciate its moods and tempers and the 
poetic instinct within her has found an un- 
failing source of inspiration in the shifting 
color schemes in skies and rocks and wa- 


ters: hills and meadows and fields and 


flowers, in changing lights and shadows, 
from burning bronze of sunset to the black 
fury of a d storm, each plays its part 
upon her mind and each emotion she at- 
tempts to place in living symbols in her 
weaving. 

She interprets a language in the voice of 
waters; in the thunder of the storm, the 
whispers of the rain, the shriekings of the 


wind and in the utterances of beasts and 


birds and insects; each speaks in a diction 
patent to her heart. 

Nature ts in league with her aesthetic 
spirit and spreads her charms broadcast to 
lure her on. Reeds and grasses and roots 
and tendrils and barks grow rank and 
temptingly along her path. Under her 
weird alchemy they are made by her neces- 
sity and ingenuity to fill the chasm of her 
need in textiles and in dyeing, and to the 
uncivilized woman, for it is she who does 
the bulk of the weaving, belongs the honor 
of originating the art of weaving. 

The Indian mind is called imitative rather 
than initiative, but in the employment of 
designs it is stated on authority that every 
__¢eivilized people. 


Basket Weaving on Art Practiced 


S phase of pristine culture without 
guide or pattern has been practiced 
since earliest times. It is as old as man 
himself, Relics of vessels woven out of the 
Nile grasses have been found in the Pyra- 
mids’ of Egypt built 3700 years before 
Christ, and woven baskets among the re- 
mains of the Mound Builders throughout the 
Americas, which some scientists claim to 
antedate that time. Basketry dates as far 
back as any evidence of humanity, and is 
peculiar to the bronze age in our country, 
for at that time the loom came into use. 
Actual weaving was preceded by the 
plaiting of straws and grasses and later of 
yarns supposed to have been done by the 
aid of the needle made of bone or of plant 
spine. The art of dyeing was known to all 
peoples who performed weaving. 
In the progress of culture every new de- 
velopment oe from some old knowledge,

and in noting the phenomenal strides that 
have been taken in this industry since the 
loom was evolved, in carpetry and in all 
manner of textile weaving, the honor due to 
the savage hand-weaver, whose clever fing- 
ers patterned the intricate designs, should 
not be underestimated. 


The process of weaving is said to be the 
origin of all the textile arts and every tribe 
which has ever lived has practiced some 
method of basket weaving. It is the most 
ancient of crafts and the most barbaric 
tribes in the world today have their peculiar 
modes of interlacing stems and leaves and 
grasses in baskets and bowls and in scores 
of other ways making use of this time-hon- 
ored and serviceable trade. 

Prehistoric graves contain many aifterent 
kinds of baskets and also a coarse matting 
of floor covering that has outlasted the 


erosion of time in some very old burying 
places. 


First Inhabitants of British Isles 
Were Skilled Weavers. 


E ancient islanders of Great Britain 

were famous basket makers and their 
wares were costly acquisitions in the palaces 
of Italy. They manufactured woven boats 
and covered them with the skins of wild 
animals; their huts were made of open- 
work made of osiers and their warriors’ 
shields were constructed of reeds ina 
marvelously impervious manner. 

Many of the Indians of North America at 
the present time are experts in weaving 
water-tight baskets of reeds and roots. In 
South America they are woven from the 
native palm fronds. The Indians of South 
Africa are skilled basket weavers and are 


noted among the different tribes for their 


cunning disposal and adaptability of what- 
ever substance is most convenient.

Basketry preduted pottery for ages, 
but when the twp were interlinked a 
great advance was made in household eco- 
nomics. 


Lining her osier platter with a coating of 
clay and forcing the clay down among the 
strands and allowing it to dry, the worker 
found that she had made a fire and water 
proof vessel in which she could parch her 
corn and seeds. By throwing the seeds and 
a handful of live coals into the platter and 
shaking and blowing and tossing them 
about, she had made a primitive roasting 
Pan. 

Through the pastoral years in which 
basketry and pottery went hand in hand 
out of chaotic ugliness, by skill and perse- 
vel ance, was slowly worked out harmonious 
designs, and artistic forms and delicate and 
beautiful colorings. 

The inventive genius of the Indian woman 
seems much greater than that of the man; 
as he could give her none of the comforis 
or conveniences of life her own fertility ot 


resourcefulness must provide for herself anti 
him or go without. . 


Desert and Valley for Materials. 


ITH incredible patience she treads the 

mountains and valleys for material 
for her industries. In most of the desert 
tribes she is expected to build the fort- 
ressed hut or weave together the ridiculous 
wickiups and hogans. For her work she 
travels tedious leagues in search of river 
reeds and osier. and roots and plants for 
her dye pots. 


the vicinity of Mt. Whitney, are located 


tribes of Piute Indians, remnants of the 
once-powerful Shoshones. When Nevada 
was first settled by the Americans this peo- 
ple caused much trouble by their hostilities 
and constant warfare. The government at 
last removed the leading factions as prison- 
ers to Ft. Téjom in Southern California, 


Afterwards the tribe was allowed to soni’ 
in the Sierra foothilis., At present they are 
scattered over Nevada as far south as the 
north edge of the Grand Canyon and east- 
ward to the middle of Southern Utah and 
are found from the north line of Mexico to 
Costa Rica. These hve intermarried w. 
the Navajos, Yokuts and other tribes of 
Kern and Tule rivers and temporized — 
time so long and leisurely that the warlike 
spirit of their ancestors has been quietly 
dissipated in the flow of years. 


The cosmic processes of nature have si- 
lently worked out their volition without 
hindrance or intervention upon their part 
and as a race they stand almost as primi- 
tively as they did fifty years ago. Their 
dwellings are of tules and tree branches; 
their bread is made of the desert herbs and 
roots; their preferred flour is ground from 
acorns; seeds and nuts and mesquite ber- 
ries. garnish their festive boards, But 
among the Piute women the gentle 
toil of basketry “has reached a degree of 
rare excellence. The products of her labors 
are traded and “bartered into almost every 
other tribe of the Southwest, for among 
these people there is a commerce of ex- 
change quite extensive. The superior blan- 
kets of the Navajos, the silver beads and 
buttons, the garnets and other mountain 
stones of eastern tribes are bartered for the 


baskets and the bead work and the pottery 
of the Piute. 7 


Patterns Have Undergone Change 
With the Mingling of Races. 


HROUGH the intermingling of races the 
purely Piute type of basket is still to 
be found, but many other mixed weaves are 
among their basketry, which shows the dif- 
fusion of basket lore among them. 

The California weaver has a surplus of 
rigid material of which to construct her 
foundations, in pine root, rhus stems, wil- 
low, hazel and river osiers. These she uses 
for warp and for weft she selects the finer 
stems of ferns and splints and straws and 


sometimes pliant leaves. 


While basketry is divided into two types, 
the sewed and the woven; there are a great 
many subtypes or classes of work made 
from materials which determine the en- 
vironment of the weaver. The natural 
physical conditions of the country may be 
read from the substances from which she 
makes and colors her baskets. The yucca 
fibre and species of cacti and coarse- 
stalked grasses mark the arid stretches her 
tireless feet have traveled, while from gnoun- 
tain valleys and water courses the slighter 
and more flexible wands of sich grasses avd 
roots and odorous flower heads and natural 
minerals have been her burden. 


The native dyes are permanent and grow 
softer and mellowed with age, Each color 
has a special significance; red is the sacred 
symbol of manly life or strength; blue repre- 
sents heaven and constancy; yellow, light 
or the emblem of the sun; grey is the color 
of humility; white of peace, and black of 
mourning. — 


Ferns, Willow Bark, Claws of Unicorn 
Plant ard Yucca Roois for Dyes. 


J MAKING the Indian dyes the stems of 
the maidenhair fern and the bark of the 
willow produce a dark brown; a shinicg 
black upon the claws of the unicorn plaut; 
a brilliant red from the yucca roots and 
numqrous mineral and vegetable sub- 
stantes yield for her a variety of colors. 
The season for gathering the fibers for 
her basket is when the stalk has finished 
growing and before it hardens. These she 
splits and rolls them in cloths or bark and 
lays them away for future use. 

When about to be used the split withes 


‘are soaked in tepid water and woven when 


still saturated with water. Some tree roots, 
as spruce and cedar, require many weeks of 
soaking before they are free of all * 
matter and ready to be woven. 
The “Kathak,” or carrying basket, fs one 
of the largest and most essential among 
the Havasupai and Ptute Indians and in 
revised or modified forms is used univer 
sally by all of the fribes of the Southwest. 
It is closely woven in funnel shape and 
provided with loops of horsehair to which 
a rawhide hand is attached. This band is 
worn across the forehead when the basket 
is carried upon the back or slung about the 
arm or placed upon the ground when the 
wearer goes afield to glean her harvest of

Each star has a fixed place in 
the sky, rises and sets in different places in 
the heavens; is apparent at different sea- 
sons of the year and fifteen of them can be 
seen in our latitude without the aid of a 
telescope. 


Sirius, the Creat Dog Siar, 
Follows Orion Across the Sky. 


heavens, is generally known as the 
Great Dog Star, and next to Polaris, it is 
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nearly forty years to reach us in its jour- 
ney through space, though traveling as 
light does with a swiftness of about 186,000 
miles a second. Being so far north Capella 
is above the horizon more than twenty 
hours out of each twenty-four and can be 
seen at some time in the night every 
month in the year. At the present time she 
is receding from us at the rate of twenty 
miles a second, or more than a million 
miles a day. She nestles in the constella-

It is the chief star in the constellation 
of the Great, Dog, or Canis Major, which 
follows at the heels of Orion on his journey 
across the skies. The constellation gives 
the name of “dog days” to the hot and try- 
ing period of summer from July 3 to August 
11. During this time, the star rises just 
after the sun and follows it over the sky 


each day, like a faithful dog at his mas- 


ter's heels. To Sirius, the ancients ascribed 
an evil influence on the health of those ex- 
posed to its burning rays. In our time, we 
trequeptly hear that dogs are likely to go 
mad because the Dog Star is in the ascend- 
ant. From Homer down to the present day, 
few great poets whose themes were of the 
outdoor life have failed to refer to Sirius. 
It makes its appearance the middle of No- 
vember at about 10 o’clock; at Christmas 
time it becomes visible a little after 7, and 
comes twinkling and changing from tints 
of ruby sapphire and emerald and ame- 
thyst. As it rises higher and higher, it 
becomes more composed and its beams 
sparkle like the most brilliant diamond— 
not a pure white but slightly tinged with 
iridescence. 


Sneaking at the heels of the great Sirius, 


came the Puppy Procyon, otherwise known 


as “The Little Dog Star,” which indicates 


_ inferiority of some sort, but it is in fact a 


most beautiful star, being the sixth in or- 
der of brightness among those seen in our 
latitude. It lues in the constellation of the 


Little Dog, and its name means before 


the dog,” an appropriate name because it 
appears in the east from fifteen to twenty 
minutes ahead of the great Dog Star. It is 
very distinctly individual, being the only 
one among a group of winter stars that is 


‘slightly tinged with yellow—but this does 


not mean that he is a “yellow cur” by any 
means, as it gives out at least eight times 
as much light as the sun: but it takes ten 
” years for its light to travel to us, so that 
this star is no more than sixty-five trillions 
or miles away from us. The great Dog 
Sirius is one of the stars that we know to 
be comparatively near us. Light travels 
from it to us in about eight and a half 
years, which indicates it is about fifty-one 
trillions of miles distant, or more than five 
hundred thousand times farther away than 
the sun: this star really gives out about 
forty times as much light as the sun, Some

EAUTIFUL Capella is situated nearer 
the North Star than any other of the 


- brightest stars. It is yellow in color, like 


our sun, which is also a star, but its dis- 
tance is so great that its light requires 
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Deneb lies in one of the densest parts 
of fhe Milky Way and is conspicuously 
brilliant in contrast with the misty light of 
the myriads of small stars that compose 
this mysterious belt of shining bodies. 
Deneb forms a part of the figure called the 
Northern Cross, which extends over the 


Milky Way. The Northern Cross is really 


a part of a larger constellation called the 
Swan, and Deneb is in the tail of the flying 
swan.

Astronomers tell 
us tais enormous body is approaching us at 
the rate of about five miles a second; but 
it is so far away at the present time that 
as fast as light travels it requires more 
Arcturus to us. 


Spica, Meaning an Ear of W heat, 
One of the Oldest Stars. 


EN there was Spica just on the hori- 

zon of my vision, its place a little south 
of the celestia] equator. It is not as bright 
as Arcturus, but is still a conspicuously 
brilliant star. During April and May it its 
at its best in the eastern evening sky. Its 
color is white, which shows it to be in an 
earlier state of existence than the yellow 
stars. It is one of the stars so far away 
that man has never been able to measure 
fits distance; it is approaching our earth, 
however, at a rate of more than fourteen 
miles a second, so perhaps in ages te come 
we may get better acquainted with twink- 
ling Spica, which means an ear of wheat; 
this star marks the spot in the constella- 
tion Virgo where the Virgin holds in her 
hand a spear of wheat. 

There was Vega, followed by her retinue 
of four dainty stars arranged in an oblique 
parallelogram. It came peeping over the 
northeastern horizon, a brilliant, bluish 


star. She is the third of the trio of bright low in the southern sky. 


stars that give a May dance around the 
Pole, with her companions, bright Capella 
and steady-shining Arcturus. Early in May 
the star rises about the time the sun sets, 
and all summer long she is the gayest and 
perhaps the most instantly attractive star 


in the evening sky. This beautiful bluish. 


star must also be a prima donna, as she is 
the chief in the constellation named the 
Lyre—once fancied to be the magic lyre 
which in Orpheus's hands gave forth music 
that tamed wild beasts and chained the riv- 
ers in their courses. Vega is not alone; she 
has a companion star much smaller than 
herself; it is of the same biu.sh color and 
revolves around the larger star. Vega is the 
same type of star ag Spica. It is in a much 
earlier stage of development and conse- 


quently is not so solid a body as either 
Capella or Arcturus. Vega is approaching 
the earth at the rate of thirty-four miles a 
second, but I fear it will take many centu- 
ries for her to really be close enough to us 
for us to exchange neighborly gossip.

„Job's coffin;” sometimes called the Dol- 


It can hardly be said to resemble 
eicher object. We have believed that Job 
was the most patient man, but one would 
expect him to get quite exasperated to see 
his coffin skylarking over the Milky Way like 
a Ford on the Lincoln Way; but such is 
life in the Universe. Altair is not one of 
the far distant suns but is comparatively 
near us, as it sends its light to earth in 
fifteen years. The star itself is approach- 
ing us at the rate of eight hundred million 
miles a year; but even at this rate it will 
require a hundred thousand years for 
Altair to bump into Barth. 

The brilliant red star, Antares, is a beauti- 
ful star in a beautiful constellation, Scor- 
pius, representing the Scorpion which stung 
Orion. The color of Antares indicates that 
it is an old star, far advanced in develop- 
ment, Although waning, it still gives nine 
hundred times as much light as the sun, so 


must be an enormously largé and brilliant 


body. It is a remote star, requiring 
hundred and sixty-two years 
light to us. It has a compan 
markable for its color, a bright green, and 
forms a strong contrast to the scarlet light 
of the larger star.

The cluster 
of stars that he dominates i« in the head 
of the greatest constellation Taurus, or the 
Bull, and the star itself marks the fiery 
eye of the enraged bull as he lowers his 


head for a lunge at Orion. 


Next to the Big Dipper, Orion is probably 
the best known of all the constellations. It

single group, and is the only constellation 
in our latitude that contains two stars of 
the first magnitude. There are Betelgeuse 
and Rigel.

It has been said that the brain can func- 
tion directly upon only one thought at a 
time and that the apparent multitude of 
matters considered by the mind in a mini- 
mum of time is due to the rapidity with 
which thought moves from one to the other.

By ex- 
amining these “pellets” a record is kept by 
scientists, which is placed for or against 
the bird's credit. 

Dr. A. K. Fisher of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, the greateste liv- 
ing authority on the food of hawks and 
owls, says that from the examination of 
675 pellets“ or stomach contents, he found 
the remains of 1821 mammals, birds and 
batrachians. 

In June, 1890, he collected 200 pellets 
from roosts of two owls in the tower of the 
Smithsonian Building, which contained 


skulls of 225 meadow mice, twenty shrews, © 


one star-nosed mole and one vesper spar 
row.

The farmer should take 
notice of these facts, for he can well spare 
a chicken now and then for the services 
thus rendered. 

The owl hunts almost exclusively in open 
country, such as cultivated fields, meadows 
and marsh lands, where the pests do the 
most damage. 

When rearing its young, nine mice con- 
stitute a meal for its brood. Sixteen mice, 
three gophers, one squirrel and a good- 
sized rat have been recorded as being car 
ried to the nest in twenty-five minutes.

Most birds of prey will 
not kill birds if they can secure redents, 
while the house cat, whose office as mouser 
is greatly overestimated, seldom touches 
mice if it can procure birds or young poul- 


try. A cat bas been known to kill twenty

in a day, which is more 
than most raptorial birds destroy in a life- 
time. 

It is estimated that there are 25,000,000 
It one-fourth of 
this number kill birds, each bat killing only 
five birds per annum, it would mean over 
31,000,000 birds killed by cats each year in 
the United States; but # has been care- 
fully “estimated by Dr. A. K. Fisher that 
each cat averages twenty birds per annum, 
and still “Tabby” is exalted to the seat of 
honor. 

The rapacious birds breed slowly, only 
one being reared a year. Hawks and 
owls for life and their domestic his- 
tory is full of happiness and interest. Tney 
are complementary to each other, the 
hawks hunting by day, the oWls by night— 
the work of one supplementing that of the 
other. The eye of the bird of prey is the 
most perfect organ of sight that exists and 
if it were not for this class of birds, the 
hilly districts would soon be overrun with 
harmful rodents.

like basket made of split twigs and bound 
with yueca fiber she strikes the seed pinna- 
cles above her commodiots “Kathak.” If 
after supplying her family with these delica- 
cies either roasted or ground she has a few 
left over, she stores them away in her out- 
ofdioor larder or “cache,” a roughly-built 
sort of basket or storehouse set upon poles 
to insure protection against wild animal 
marauders. 

Men as well as women employ this basket 
in carrying heavy burdens of wood and 
grain and in removing their goods and chat- 
tels from place to place. There is also a 
handsome carrying net made of agave fiber 
which the Indians of Temecula adroitly 
weave. Its lightness is its recommendation, 

‘These carrying baskets are usually of 
uniform color, only varied by narrow bands 
of lack, They are made of split osiers, 
raus fibers or the young growth of other 
plants or trees and have an uneven, rugged 
 -purface. 

The water bottle or “Tusjeh” of the Pi- 
utes is woven in a Most compact manner 
shaped like a conical vase and covered with 
pinion or pitch gum to make it water-proof. 


Weavers’ Artistic Sense Finds 
Expansion in Her Product. 


N THIS class of baskets the Piute very 

. often expresses her artistic ideas. Moun- 
tains and rivers and lakes, sun and rain and 
lightning are quaintly traced the sur- 
face. Other tribes construct these water 
bottles of finer material and more close and 
beantiful threads and weaves. 

When nearly completed these bottles are 
encrusted with a «oating or sizing of red 
ochre and grease followed by a priming of 
‘pinion gum on the outside and in which 
makes them last for years and renders them 
watertight. Glass bottles are sometimes 
protected with this covering. 

A circular mat of the harsh fibers of the 
yucea is woven to place upon the head to 
balance the water jar. 

Im the Heart basket there is a distinct 
symbolism representing the friendship of 
the giver.
